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What is claimed is: 

11 . A method of selectively inhibiting reuptake of 
norepinephrine, the method coirtorising the step of administering a 
therapeutically effective amount qf a composition to an individual, the 
composition comprising a compound having a pharmacological selectivity of 
serotonin (KJ/norepinephrine (KJ of\t least about 5000. 

2. The method of claim 1 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.1 to about 10 mg/day. 

3. The method of claim 2 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 8 mg/day. 

4. The method of claim 3 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 5 mg/day. 

5. The method of claim 4 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 2.5 mg/day. 

6 . The method of claim 5 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 0.9 mg/day. 

7. The method of claim 6 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 0.8 mg/day. 

8. The method of claim 7 wherein said composition is 
administered in an amount of about 0.5 to about 0.75 mg/day.

12. The method of claim 9 wherein said composition is 
parenterally administered subcutaneously, intraveously, or intramuscularly. 

13. The method of claim 1 wherein said compound 
comprises an optically pure (S,S) reboxetine, or a pharmaceutically acceptable 
salt thereof, said compound being substantially free of (R,R) reboxetine. 

14. The method of claim 13 wherein the pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt is a methanesulfonate salt. 



reboxetine or pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof comprises at least about 
90 wt.% of (S,S) reboxetine, and less than about 10 wt.% of (R,R) reboxetine, 
based on the total weight of the (S,S) and (R,R) reboxetine present.

17. The method of claim 16 wherein the optically pure 
(S,S) reboxetine or pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof comprises at least 
about 99 wt.% of (S,S) reboxetine and less than about 1 wt.% of (R,R) 
reboxetine, based on the total weight of the (S,S) and (R,R) reboxetine present.
